PARKLAND, Fla. — A heavily 
armed young man barged into his for- 
mer high school in South Florida on 
Wednesday, opening fire on terrified 
students and teachers and leaving a 
death toll of 17 that could rise even 
higher, authorities said. 

The gunman, armed with a semi- 
automatic AR-15 rifle, was identified 
as Nikolas Cruz, 19, who had been ex- 
pelled from the school, authorities 
said. The suspect, who was enrolled in 
another Broward County school after 
his expulsion, was taken into custody 
without a fight about an hour laterina 


residential neighborhood about a 
mile away. He had multiple maga- 
zines ofammunition, authorities said. 

He began his shooting rampage 
outside Marjory Stoneman Douglas 
High School and then made his way 
inside and proceeded down hallways 
he knew well, firing at students and 
teachers who were scurrying for cov- 
er, authorities said. 

The shooter, who was equipped 
with a gas mask and smoke grenades, 
set off a fire alarm, apparently to draw 
students out of classrooms shortly be- 
fore the school day ended, officials 
said. 


Other students huddled in horror 
in their classrooms, with some of 
them training their cellphones on the 
carnage, capturing sprawled bodies, 
screams and gunfire that began witha 
few shots and then continued with 
more and more. 

“Oh my God! Oh my God!” one 
student yelled over and over in one 
video circulating on social media, as 
gunfire boomed in the background. 

By the end of the rampage, Cruz 
had killed 12 people inside the school 
and three outside it, including some-

passes 


Project will provide relief 
to hospital, big swath of city

Construction can soon begin on a ma- 
jor tunnel meant to provide flood relief 
to the Baylor University Medical Center 
area and other parts of the city. 

The Dallas City Council on Wednes- 
day unanimously awarded the $206.7 
million contract to Southland Mole, a 
Roanoke-based joint venture. The vote 
ends a two-year saga surrounding the 
bidding process. The contract was the 
big-ticket item from the $642 million 
2012 bond package. 

“It has taken a long time,” said Mayor 
Mike Rawlings. “We are going to start 
the flood prevention process in East Dal- 
las? 

The five-mile-long tunnel, which will 
be 30 feet in diameter, is designed to 
provide 100-year flood protection to the 
areas around State-Thomas and Wood- 
all Rodgers, East Dallas, Fair Park and 
south of Buckner Park. The tunnel will

Senate takes up competing 
proposals as deadlines loom

WASHINGTON — With the Senate 
expected to take up competing immigra- 
tion proposals this week, the White 
House shot down the idea Wednesday of 
protecting young immigrants from de- 
portation without also drastically curb- 
ing future immigration — digging in on 
hard-line demands that so far have left 
Congress at a stalemate. 

President Donald Trump also urged 
senators to avoid any short-term “Band- 
Aid approach,” such as boosting border 
security spending in exchange for ex- 
tending temporary protections for young 
immigrants beyond March 5. That’s the

PLANO — A Plano City Council 
member apologized Wednesday for 
sharing a Facebook video that he 
says “wrongfully implied I am anti- 
Muslim.” 

Tom Harrison posted the apolo- 


gy just before 7 p.m. in the wake of 
public backlash to his post a day ear- 
lier that said “Share if you think 
Trump should ban Islam in Ameri- 
can schools.” 

“My hope is that due to the right- 
ful negative response to my post, 
that it will spark a renewed discus- 
sion about all religions and their 
place in our public schools,” Harri- 
son stated in his Wednesday post. 

He did not respond to a demand
